The Mass marked the end of the 
1981 Year of the Disabled and a 
renewed diocesan commitment to 
make church buildings, parishes — 
‘and hearts — more open and 
accessible to the handicapped. 


**“GOD LOVES each of us best as 
individuals. Your worth is measured 
in terms of that love, not who and 
what we are. Everyone God has made 
is good and He does not apologize,”’ 
said Deacon Robert Ekhaml in his 
homily, which he also signed for the 
deaf. 


‘In sign language I chose to use the 
sign ‘welcome’ for ‘access,’’’ he said. 
‘‘That access, that welcome, that 
love, is shown in many ways...by 
Bishop Maher being here and 

celebrating with us, by parishes 
making it easy for the handicapped 
being able to worship and move about 
freely, and by people welcoming with 
a smile and a touch all who come to 
worship, handicapped or not.’’

Dangerous to isolate us, 
says Nicaraguan bishop

WASHINGTON (NC) — 
Although there are limitations on 
freedom of the press and _ political 
dissent, and some officials try to 
curtail Church influence, Nicaragua 
has not gone totalitarian, according to 
Archbishop Miguel Obando Bravo of 
Managua, Nicaragua. 


‘*No doubt there have been errors, 
such as blocking some demonstrations 
by opposition parties, limiting 
freedom of the press — one daily (La 
Prensa) has been closed five times — 
but one cannot say that Nicaragua 
has fallen into totalitarianism. We are 
still working towards democracy in a 
pluralistic society under a revolution 
that: we want to remain genuinely 


- Nicaraguan, not a copy of others,’’ he 


said during a visit to Washington in 
January. 

“IT WOULD BE dangerous to 
isolate Nicaragua,’’? he warned, a 
reference to current U.S. policy in 
Central America. The archbishop was 
visiting the United States as guest of 
Cardinals Terence Cooke of New 


rk and John Krol of. Philadelphia, — 
and of Archbishop James Hickey of 


Washington. 


Archbishop Obando defined the 
role of the Roman Catholic Church in 
the reconstruction period of 
Nicaragua, after a killer earthquake 
in 1972 and 45 years under the 
Somoza dynasty, as that ‘‘of 
preaching the good news of the 
Gospel, denouncing sin and trying to 
save the whole man and woman, body 
and soul, within a preferential option 
for the poor.’ 


Most Nicaraguans — some 70 to 80 
percent — are professed Catholics, 
he said. 


When his televised Sunday Mass 
was suspended shortly after the 
victory of the Sandinista National 
Liberation Front in July 1979, the 
government received ‘‘repeated 
complaints from the people,’’ he said. 


‘*T BELIEVE it was an attempt to 
take me off the air,’’ he said. 
Currently, he writes a Sunday 
column in a local daily newspaper and 
has three radio broadcasts a week that 
“‘reach large audiences.”’

Day of prayer 
for the unborn 


WASHINGTON (NC) — 
Cardinal Terence Cooke of New 
York, chairman of the bishops’ 
Committee for Pro-Life Activities, 
has invited participation in a National 
Day of Prayer and Fasting for the 
Protection of the Unborn Child on 
Jan. 22. 


The date marks the anniversary of 
the 1973 Supreme Court ruling on 
abortion. That day thousands of pro- 
lifers are expected to converge on the 


anual March for Life 


(IN SAN DIEGO, pro-life groups 
will hold a rally and march beginning 
at noon in front of the downtown 
Community Concourse, Third and B 
Streets. A special Mass will be held at 
St. Joseph Cathedral, beginning at 10 
a.m.) 


The prayer and fasting observance 
was suggested by the Committee on 
Pro-Life Activities and approved by 
Archbishop John R. Roach of St. 
Paul-Minneapolis, president of the 
National Conference of Catholic 
Bishops. 

Cardinal Cooke, in discussing the 
National Day of Prayer and Fasting, 
also said that the Hatch amendment

D.C. crash: ‘We will never

WASHINGTON (NC) — ‘“‘We 
will never forget what happened 
yesterday. May we never forget as 
well God’s presence in our lives, not 
only in the moments that life is 
created and that life is changed, but in 
every moment of our existences.”’ 


Archbishop James Hickey of 
Washington issued that statement 
Jan. 14 after a day of disaster in the 
city. A jetliner from National Airport 
plunged into the Potomac River after 
killing motorists on a bridge, a 


subway derailed at rush hour killing _ 


‘three passengers, and the worst 
snowstorm in several years caused 
commuters to spend hours making 
trips that take minutes. 


AS SOON AS he heard about the. 


tragedy, Father Charles Gerloff 


rushed to the scene. 


“Tt happened in my parish,’’ said 
Father Gerloff, pastor of Our Lady of 
Lourdes 
Washington suburb. Msgr. Justin D. 
McClunn, vicar general of the 
Arlington Diocese and a resident at 
Our Lady of Lourdes, also hurried to 
help those involved. 


Father Gerloff said he and Msgr. 
McClunn ‘‘dropped  everything’’ 
when they heard that an Air Florida 
plane with 80 people headed for 
Tampa, Fla. had crashed into cars on 
the 14th Street Bridge, then fallen into 
the icy ,river. Almost all died, 
including several from the bridge. 


“IT’S LIKE a sick call,’’ he said. 


‘“The whole idea is that priests are. 


very concerned about any emergency 
call. The most important thing is your 
presence.’’ 


Before he heard the news of the 


in Arlington, Va., a 


crash, ‘‘I was going out and walk in 
the beautiful snow. It was such a quiet 
evening...”’ 

Instead the two priests. rushed to 
the bridge, a major commuter link 
between Arlington and Washington, 
but were unable to get through the 
rush hour traffic, which was snarled 
by the snow and the accident. 


THEY WENT TO Arlington’s 
National Orthopaedic and 
Rehabilitation Hospital, where seven 
survivors from the plane and bridge 
had been taken and later to the 
Crystal City Marriott Hotel in 
Arlington, where families of the 
victims waited for news. 

At the hospital, Msgr. McClunn 
went to the intensive care unit, Father 
Gerloff to the emergency room. 


Msgr. McClunn said he gave 
absolution to two people at the 
hospital but that the few people he 
saw were not badly hurt. 


FATHER GERLOFF said, ‘“They 
brought in a girl...it might have been 
the stewardess (Kelly Duncan), I tried 
to help, I gave her last rites. She was 
icy cold.’? (Ms. Duncan was later 
reported in ‘‘serious but  stable’’ 
condition. ) 

‘‘We waited a while because they 
expected. more people but 
weren’t that many survivors,’’ 
McClunn said.

INAC ruled IRA front:

NEW YORK (NC) — The Irish 


Northern Aid Committee (INAC) - 


does not now plan to appeal a ruling 
by the 2nd U.S.Circuit Court of 
Appeals that it must register as an 
agent of the Provisional Irish 
Republican Army (IRA), said 
Michael Flannery, one of the 
committee’s trustees. 


The court- upheld a lower court 
decision of last May which said that 
the U.S. attorney general was entitled 
to an injunction ordering INAC, a 
New York-based fund-raising 
organization, to identify itself as an 
agent of the IRA, an outlawed 
guerrilla organization fighting to end 
British rule in Northern Ireland. 


‘““‘WE’RE IN ENTIRE sympathy 
with the Irish Republican Army,

A moment of grace 


I shall never forget him. I shall be forever grateful that I 
had an opportunity — even for the short time of only 14 
months — to know Sanford ‘‘Sandy’’ Cummings. 


He died last week. He was only 68. He had become a 
friend, and more — an occasion for renewed faith; a 
moment of grace. 


Sandy walked into my life one day just ‘‘out of the 
blue.’’ He came with the belief that after more than 40 
years in radio and TV production and programming, he 
might have a talent to offer his Church, following -his 
retirement from network responsibilities. Sandy had talent. 
I realized it. Bishop Maher realized it. Sandy became the 
director of communications for the diocese. He also had 
more to offer, which would become apparent only later. 


Because of the over-lapping nature of his work and my 
own, and because of the nature of our own personalities, 
we quickly became friends. We became much more than 
just two Church communicators collaborating. 


Sandy was a professional to the nth degree. Sie 
he would never have become a vice president with both the 
ABC and NBC networks. 


Sandy was also a Purple Heart veteran of World War II 
— a Major of the horse cavalry. This aspect of his life, he 
enjoyed re-living time and time again with any of us who 
work at the Diocesan Office. 

It was this fondness for the ‘‘good ole days of WW II”’ 
that presented to some people a rather rough and tough 
exterior. He was perfect seript casting for a Major of the 
horse cavalry. But I always suspected — and came to know 
— that there was a gentle, sensitive being that the tough, 
war veteran facade shielded. 


Those of us close to Sandy knew that in addition to his 


days as a Major with the horse cavalry, he had been called . 
to be a courageous soldier in the battle with the “‘Big C,’’ 


as he called it. The victory was his, for eight years. 


Cancer invaded his body again , sometime in early Fall. - 


Who knows when? I suspect he knew what it was long 
before the doctors told him. | 


For family to watch the devastation of the body of a loved 
one must be among the most painful of life’s experiences to 
be endured. It is no less devastating nor any less painful 
when you have that experience with a friend and co- 
worker. 


One day he was strong, healthy, looking nowhere near 
his years, filled with a sense of enthusiasm for life that was 
contagious. The next he was. old, tired, weak, short- 
ternered. 


Sandy’s Christmas was a time of suffering.. Quiet 
suffering. There are those who would say that there is 
added tragedy in a person’s dying during the winter 
holidays. Somehow, even believers have been deluded into 
thinking that Christmas is a time when reality is suspended 
— or should be. 


Even we can forget that when the Word leapt from the 
heavens and pierced that darkest of nights, He took on 
flesh; our nature with all its weakness and imperfection. 
God was able to suffer with us in Jesus. 


For some of us who knew and worked with Sandy, his 
dying was a time when we voiced to each other our own 
thoughts about dying. 


And for at least one of us, it was a time of faith. No 
person gifted by God with an independent spirit and a 
Christian belief can go through life without experiencing 
challenges to that faith. But from the challenges to that 
faith comes renewed faith. Being a part of Sandy’s dying 
was such a challenge which has. led to renewed faith; a 
moment of grace. 


Sandy was a good man. In his last devs he was still able 
to maintain a sense of humor and show to those of us who 
would see it, his gentle side. 

He died supported by the love af his friends and of his 
Church. It is amazing how strong both can be. 

In Sandy’s dying, those of us who'serve you from the 
Diocesan Office experienced a togetherness which we 


commonly call community. We experienced renewed faith 
in Christ and His Church. 


Thanks be to God, neither friends nor faith was found 
wanting.

ROME (NC)-— Pope John Paul II urged priests and: 
‘custodians of hope’’ and ‘‘true | 


seminarians to become ‘ 


teachers’’ during recent visits to two Roman colleges. 


The pope went to the pontifical Antonian University. 


Jan. 16 and to the pontifical Brazilian College the next day, 
spending several hours at each institution. 


‘In the daily concern for all churches which is 
incumbent on me as successor of Peter and vicar of Christ, 
I wanted also to include a personal visit to all the pontifical 
universities which have headquarters in Rome,”’ he said at 
the Antonian, which offers courses in theology, canon law 
and philosophy to 500 students from throughout the world. 


“‘Like St. Francis, may you also be in today’s world the 
custodians of hope,’’ the pope told students and faculty. . 


‘The recovery of certainty is urgent in today’s world, 


furrowed by so many worries that are like a terrorist attack | 


on the hope brought by Christ,’’ he added. 
Pope John Paul was.welcomed to the University by 


American Cardinal William Baum, prefect of the 


Vatican’s Congregation for Catholic Education; Father 
John Vaughn, superior general of the Franciscans; and 
Father Pasquale Riwalski, superior of the Capuchins. 
"The Sunday afternoon visit was to a different type of 
Roman college. The pontifical Brazilian College houses 
priests and seminarians from the Latin American, nation, 
but the students take courses at other institutions. 

Speaking in Portuguese, the pope said Brazil needs 
priests who are ‘‘close to the people, courageous pastors 
and true teachers.”’ ; 

The pontiff said the Church must ‘‘bring back those who 
are lost and reconcile with those who are far away’’ from it.

This week, from Jan. 18-25, we are observing the Week 
of Prayer for Christian Unity.

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This above all, be true 


__ Everyone likes to be popular and admired, and 
one of our ever-present human problems is when 


and whether to risk that in the interests of honesty. 


- Truth — as everyone knows — is not always- 


acceptable, and unpalatable truths can boomerang 
violently against us. 


Even the most saintly among us can be hurt and 
feel resentment — however fleeting — against the . 
carrier of ego-wounding news. But there are times 
when it seems essential for the well-being of the 
person concerned to bring him or her firmly into 
reality. We may hope they would be prepared to do 
the same for us, painful though it may be. 


IT IS NOW COMMON knowledge that the only 
way to reach an alcoholic or other addict is through 
confrontation. But first, the professional counselor 


~ will warr the group to be prepared to face the anger, 


denial and alienation that might be the reaction of 
the alcoholic when confronted with the facts of his or 
her situation. 

That is something we are not always ready. to 
accept in other situations. Anyone who has been 
married for some time will probably admit that most 
marital quarrels, for instance, run to a pattern of

The Church must always stand in opposition to 
the world at large. By preaching the Gospel it echoes 
the call of Christ to turn from sin and to repent. The 
true Christian is other-wordly, rejecting what is 
superficial in this life while pinning one’s hopes 
upon what is lasting in the next. 


Twentieth-century America has no monopoly on 
paganism or hedonism. We see that same 
background in the fifth century before Christ of our- 

-Old Testament reading or the mid-first century 
setting of St. Paul’s letter to the Christians at 
Corinth. 

THE BOOK OF Jonah is more than a simple 
fish-eats-man story. God’s mercy is revealed by the 
fact that He sends—His prophet to the pagan 
Assyrians, enemies of Israel, when His own people 
have rejected His call to turn from sin. 

There is no escaping from God, no avoiding His 
judgments, no shirking of vocational responsibility, 
Jonah finds out. And the citizens of Nineveh, having 


confrontation, denial and counter-accusation, 
anger, blame-casting, resentment and alienation. If 
we were more prepared for the other person’s 


reaction and recognized it as a common human - 


response to real or imagined attack, rather than a 
personal fault, it would be easier to maintain our 
own calm and prevent the whole thing from 
deteriorating into an ugly squabble and assuming 
much larger proportions than necessary. 


Most of us are defensive — if not about our 
appearance and behavior, then about our work or 
accomplishments. However much in control we may 
seem to be on the surface, resentment may subtly 
alter our attitude toward anyone who threatens our 
areas of vulnerability. Knowing this and 
experiencing it in ourselves, we should be more 
prepared than we are to encounter it in others. 


IF WE ARE TO care for our world and the 
people in it we need to be willing to unearth or point 
up the truth as we see it and to do so in the 
awareness that it may not be kindly received. We 
cannot expect to say and do what we choose with 
impunity, even if we are absolutely right. There is 
always the possibility of offending and antagonizing 
unintentionally. That is the risk we took and if we 


heard God’s ¢all to repent in the face of a coming 
judgment, turn from sin in fasting and sackcloth. As 
is often the case today, the virtue of the outsider can 
put to share those who claim to be counted in the 
People of God. 


In first Corinthians, St. Paul discourses at length 
on marriage, celibacy and divorce, all within an 
immediate eschatalogical context: the non-Jewish 
Christians expected-the imminent return of Jesus, 
while 19 centuries later we are still waiting for Him 
to come. 


WE MUST KEEP this in mind if we are to 
understand what St. Paul has to say about marriage. 
While he considers celibacy preferable to the 
married state for those who are called to it, his 
-admonition for husband and wife to live apart must 
be seen within the troubled Corinthian community, 
and not a condemnation of marriage per se. 


Also, since the return of the Lord was anticipated 
at any moment, Paul’s advice to the married is really 
a preparation for the time when all will be changed, 
a new heaven and new earth. The message still 


are not willing to live with the consequences we have 
not been completely honest with ourselves or others. 


Jesus of Nazareth, the one totally honest human 
being, risked everything to communicate His 
message of truth and the reality of life. He withstood 
the defections of hundreds, even thousands of 
followers, the faithlessness of those who remained, 
the utter rejection of Judas, the betrayal of Peter and 
violent outcasting by the public he had come to 
serve. 

But He faced the responsibilities of his actions 
squarely in the certainty that He could have done no 
less than He did and remain true to Himself and the 
truths entrusted to Him. Probably He was saddened 
deeply by the reluctance of His listeners to accept 
His word, but He was bound to truth and could not 


_be false to it. 


AS HIS DISCIPLES, we Christians, too, are 
bound to truth and charged not to be false to it. If we 
commit ourselves to truth, we must also be prepared 
to risk some things which are important to us and, 
like Him, to ‘‘wait out’’ the time of alienation until 
others are prepared to be reconciled to us, but with a 
conciliating hand extended and an open heart and 


mind.

We now begin a reading of St. Mark’s Gospel on 
all the Sundays in Ordinary time, inclusive, until 
next Advent, when we will enter Cycle *‘C’’. 


MARK PUNCTUATES HIS Gospel throughout 
with brief narrative summaries interspersed through 
the other material, and this is the first of them.

To embrace 
the Gospel means to follow Jesus, because in Him 
the Father stands revealed. 


But to opt for Jesus is more than just stepping 
forward and claiming -some. special, — privileged 
relationship with Jesus. It calls for a radical 
transformation of self, a total rejection of sin, a call 
to holiness and repentance. He summoned Simon 
and Andrew, James and John without warning, and 
they dropped everything to follow-Him.

Anglican-Catholic ties seen 
threatened by C of E covenant

LONDON. (NC) — Will the 
Church of England (Anglican) create 
additional obstacles to closer relations 
with the Roman Catholic Church if it 
enters into a joint covenant with three 
other Protestant denominations? 

Two facts make the issue urgent: 

e IN 1982 THE Church of 
England, Methodist Church, United 
Reformed Church and the Moravian 
Church must decide whether to enter 
into a covenant which would mean 
that the non-episcopal churches

e THE FINAL statement of the 
Anglican-Roman Catholic 
International Commission (ARCIC) 
is expected to be published during the 
year and there is much optimism ‘that 
the Anglican and Catholic dialogue 
group was able to find a way to 
smooth doctrinal differences over 
papal primacy and infallibility.

He 
said that acceptance of the covenant 
would significantly modify ‘the 
Anglican doctrine of episcopal 
ordination making it more 
incompatible with Catholic doctrine. 


“I fail to see how. certain 
constitutent elements in Anglicanism 
are adequately safeguarded if they 
(the covenant proposals) are accepted 
as they stand,’’ said Bishop Clark. 

Reinforced opposition to the 
covenant is expected by the ‘‘Catholic 
wing’’ of the Anglican Church.

get in touch with the larger patterns” in 
our lives — to realize what we have been 
given — is vital to this process, Sister Col- 
lins added. 

From prayer of thanksgiving, people 
often turn quite naturally to prayer of 
intercession, perhaps asking God to 
deliver a friend from a particular trial, or 
to help a family member through a 
difficult time. 

Sister Collins considers St. Augustine, 
bishop of Hippo in fourth century Africa, 
a stellar example of a person who learned 
to pray after many years away from God. 
Augustine recorded his long search for 
God in his autobiography, ““The Confes- 
sions.’ Here, Augustine ‘“‘looked back at 
his life and found God continually had 
been present,” Sister Collins said. 


REPEATEDLY, in this classic work of 
spirituality, Augustine recorded situations 
from his past life where God “‘supported 
and nourished him for long periods when 
he was.alienated from his family and from 
God,”’ Sister Collins commented. The 
eventual realization of God’s goodness 
then led Augustine to “‘outbursts of grati- 
tude and praise for God.” 


name from Francis’ companion, St. 
Clare, constitute the Second Order;

In addition, Augustine repeatedly 
acknowledged that he needed God’s help. 

It is important for people “‘to come to 
God with all their feelings,’ whatever 
these may be, Sister Collins said. Someé- 
times, for instance, people “‘lose the 
capacity to pray in hope because they are 
caught in situations of hopelessness.” At 
such times, Scripture can prove very 
valuable, she noted. The Psalms, for 
example included ‘‘models of profound 
laments, with some ending on a note of 
total despair.” 


THIS.CAN happen, Sister Collins 
continued, when couples, confronting a 
terminal illness, find their prayers are 
blocked. Being able to turn to the Psalms 
or to the Book of Job allows them to 


“release their genuine feelings of pain to | 


God,” she said. 

As time passes, people going through 
terminal illnesses may well experience a 
**breakthrough where they will once again 
be able to express gratitude to God, at 
least for their time together,’ she 
remarked. 

Asked how a family might begin to 
pray together, Father Black stressed that 


“‘prayer is learned by doing.’ He sug- 
gested that people ‘‘pick up the Bible and 
start looking at the tremendous variety of 
prayer’ found there if they want to make 
prayer a part of their lives. 


PRAYER before meals is a natural 
place to start, Sister Collins commented, 
since grace before meals is a form of 
thanksgiving for what God has given us. 
Then, she continued, a family might 
begin to add prayers of intercession at the 
end of meals, perhaps praying for a sick 
friend or asking for help in a particular cir- 
cumstance. 

Sister Collins suggested using Sunday 
Scripture readings to initiate prayer on a 
regular basis. After reading the Scripture 
passage, families can reflect together on 
what the reading means for them. This 
should be an honest Sharing of views, 
Sister Collins cautioned, with individuals 
feeling free to say exactly how the read- 
ings strike them. 

Finally, reading Scripture at home in 
this way allows families to join in the 
prayers of the church on an ongoing basis,

The year after we were married, my 
wife and I took a trip to upstate New 
York. While there, we visited the sum- 
mer residence of a religious community 
in which I once had studied. 

Entering the rustic chapel overlooking 
the lake, I found myself experiencing long 
forgotten feelings — like those of missing 
an old friend. Observing the worn pews, | 
remembered how, as a student consider- 
ing the priesthood, I often came here to 
pray. 


I BEGAN to realize I was missing the 
kind of prayer life that I once had. Prayer 
was more of a struggle now and less 
accessible to me. 


I don’t think my feelings about prayer 
are unique. Others — in all walks of life — 
have told me of their desire to have a 
more satisfying prayer life. 


In fact, when I was working as a 
religious coordinator in a parish, pro- 
grams on prayer and spirituality were 
among those which boasted the best 
attendances. People seem to need and 


TO pray 


want to pray. Yet, for many reasons, they 
seem unsatisfied with their prayer life. 

According to a study by the Princeton 
Religious Research Center, a very signifi- 
cant percentage of those adults in 
America who are unchurched — who do 
not participate in a church — sometimes 
pray. 


IF I WERE asked how many times a 
day I pray, I couldn’t give an answer. In 
One sense, I pray a lot, and in another 
sense, I don’t pray enough. 

I think I pray a lot because, upon reflec+ 
tion, I realize I talk to God frequently dur- 
ing the day: when rising, while jogging, at 
work or while watching the news. 


I am not sure to what extent I con- 
sciously attempt,to pray this way. It just 
seems to be the way my mind works. 
These prayers are spontaneous thoughts 
and reflections — like mutterings to an 
old friend. 


NONETHELESS, I am seeking more 
from my prayer life. What I long for — 
and what I think others want, too — are 
Opportunities when I can turn my full 
attention to simply being with God. |

Mike is the kind of guy some people 
call wild. 

He’s medium height, bright and quick- 
witted. His friends like to be with him be- 
cause it is easy to laugh in his company 
and Mike always seems to enjoy them. 


He got top marks in clowning in high 
school.

-made it to the final days of his senior year _ 
~ before getting into an argument. with an 


assistant principal. Mike walked out of the 
school, promising never to come back. 


“I COULD have graduated,” he said. 
“| don’t think they could have kept my 
diploma from me. But, it didn’t seem 
important. At the time I was mad,”’ he 
added. ‘‘Now I can’t remember what the 
argument was all about.” 


Mike found a job and began working. - 


His parents and former teachers were dis- 
appointed because they were certain he 
could have gone to college. 

‘‘He’s got the mind for it,”’ 
insisted.

MIKE DIDN’T seem satisfied with his 
work. He had experimented with drugs 
and alcohol in high school and now he 
began drinking heavily. He left home. 


He managed to keep his job, but his 
nights were spent at bars and parties. 

Mike became less fun. ““Sometimes he 
acts as though he’s trying to kill himself,” 
a friend remarked. 


AFTER a summer of hangovers, the 
young man demolished his car one night 
on the way back froma tavern. He walked 
away from the crash with minor cuts and 
bruises. 


“The firemen that pulled me out of the 
wreck said they didn’t know how | man- 
aged to survive,” he wisecracked. “‘But I 
made it in one piece.” 


People thought the accident would 


slow Mike down. It didn’t. He lived the~ 
way he thought young men were ‘sup- | 


posed to live, copying styles and values he 
saw on television and in movies. 


THE SECOND accident wasn’t as 
close a call, but Mike became a little more 
reflective. It was the same story as before, 
but the car was not as badly damaged and 
he only suffered a bump on the head. 

“Somebody up there must be watching 
out for me,”” he admitted to a friend. 


One night on a front porch, recalling 
his high school life, Mike said, ‘“Some of 
the teachers really cared.” 


HE REMEMBERED conversations 


with the sisters-at the school and the - 


values they had taught their students. 
He mentioned one sister who was will- 
ing to give extra time. “‘She listened,” he 
said. 
“She asks about you Seine” I 


__, answered, “She said she remembers you 
- in her prayers.” 


Mike seemed stunned. 
‘*Really? That’s really weird!” 

‘He found it hard to understand how 
someone he had given such a hard time 
could remember him with kindness. 

‘‘She was sorry you didn’t finish school 
and go on to college,” I’ told him. 
He looked puzzled. 
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“THE PRAYERS won't hurt you,” I 


laughed. 


Mike shook his head. ‘‘I know. It’s 
kind of . . . nice. It’s good to know there’s 
somebody praying for me. I guess I can 
use that.” 

‘*‘We all can,”’ I agreed. 


Mike is changing. He hasn’t turned | 


into a quiet and prayerful monk. But he 
seems to be straightening out, and his 
friends tell me they think he has a chance 
to build a life that will make him happy. 

Some think it was two close calls in car 
accidents. But they don’t know. Mike. 

I like to think it was the knowledge that 
somebody cared and prayed for him...and 
his recognition (spoken in a flippant tone 
but sincerely meant) that, “Someone is 
really watching over me.” 

He’s even been seen in church recent- 
ly. 


WHAT ISa good time to pray? 

Father Kenneth Leech, an 
Anglican priest and author of a 
recent book titled ‘“True Prayer,” 
suggests that the night can be a 
good time to pray. ‘‘The night is 
often a time of silence, one of the 
few times in many people’s lives 
when uninterrupted silence is 
possiole.”” 

The author admits that the night 
is not right for everyone. ‘‘For 
some it is emphatically the wrong 
time,’ especially if they are 
exhausted from work. 


STILL, he thinks the tradition 
of keeping vigil at night could work 
for some people and some groups. 

Father Leech is really trying to 

' say that people who want to pray 
need some quiet times. There is, 
he writes, a “‘perpetual need in 

- prayer to leave the strife and 
tumult and retire to the solitary 
place.” 

But, he cautions, “There is no 
need to rush around feverishly 
looking for a prayer life: We need 
to slow down and look deeply with- 
in. What is the point of complain- 
ing that God is absent if it is we 
who are absent from God, and 
from ourselves, by our lack of 
awareness.”

think many value this kind of prayer. 


A former classmate of mine, James 
Carroll, wrote a brief book about prayer. 
In ‘‘Prayer From Where We Are,” he 
wrote: 


‘Prayer is tending the presence of God 

. Prayer is paying attention to the pre- 

sence of God. Prayer i is intending God’s 

presence. Prayer is being tender with — 

being a tender of — God’s presence. 

Prayer i is living intensely with God’s pre- 
sence.” 


THE PASSAGE describes how I-feel 
about prayer. 


I am not sure that I want to pray with 
words all the time. Sometimes I just want’ 
to take time to be with God, to rest quiet- 
ly in his presence without speaking, to al- 
low God the space to penetrate my being. 


This kind of prayer is not easy. We 
have to fight the habit, of constantly talk-’ 
ing, to make the most of the time for 
prayer we have set aside. Sometimes, we_ 


~ also run the risk of having the whole 


experience turn out less than satisfying. 


The reason is that we expect results. 
We want to say our piece to God, and we 


‘want him to answer back. But often, he is 


silent. 


HERE IS a prayer technique that 
many have found helpful. 


1. Find a place where you can be alone 
and undistracted for 10 to 20 minutes. 


2. Sit in a comfortable chair with your 
eyes closed and concentrate on breathing 
evenly, slowly. 


3. After a few moments, begin to re- 
peat a short prayer in harmony with each 


- breath — perhaps just saying, ‘‘Jesus, 


Mary, Joseph.” 


4. Concentrate on the words of the 
prayer until your mind gradually becomes 
clear of all other thoughts. Have no 
expectations except to be relaxed and 
hopeful in God’s presence. 


AS DISCIPLES of' Jesus, we:are all 
different in-preferences and prayer styles. 
The ability to use a variety of prayer 
styles, privately and in public, can enrich 
our prayer life. We need to be willing to 
try different forms of prayer without great 
expectations. : 

For,.as Christians, we do not pray 
alone; it is always the Spirit who prays in, 
through and for us. 


who ranks among the best-known 
writers today on the spiritual life, 
also thinks solitude is vital for 
prayer. He has written a little book 
titled “Making All Things. New.” 

The spiritual life is not taken 
seriously if some time is not set 
aside to be with God and listen to 


he adds, the development of these 
quiet times might not prove an 
easy task. 


“There are too many reasons 
not to be alone. Therefore we must 
begin by carefully planning some 
solitude. Five or 10 minutes a day 
may be all we can tolerate. Perhaps 
we are ready for an hour every day, 
an afternoon every week, a day 
every month,- or a week every 
year.” 


THE DISCIPLINE of solitude 
asks that some time and space be 
set aside for the spiritual life. But, 
Father Nouwen writes, ‘‘What 
finally matters is that our hearts be- 
come like quiet cells.” 


Father Nouwen prefaces. his 
remarks about solitude by remind- 
ing readers that while the spiritual 
life is a gift, it “‘requires human 
effort.” 

And the forces working. against 
the spiritual life are ‘‘far from easy 


to overcome,”’ he says. 
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Inside the Gospel of Mark: 3:7-16

Early in Chapter 3 of Mark’s Gospel, 
some- Pharisees and Herodians reveal 
their hostility to Jesus and make an 
ominous decision to seek his eventual 
destruction. 

Mark then summarizes the events 
leading up to their decision, based on 
various traditions about the overall minis- 
try of Jesus. 


LIKE ANY writer who wants to pre- 
sent his case clearly, Mark arranges his 
material in the way best calculated to put 
‘his point across. The attentive reader 
soon detects certain patterns in his writ- 
ing. In the first half of the Gospel, for ins- 
tance, there are three subdivisions. Each 
ends by telling about some group’s reac- 
tion. That is followed by a broad summary 


. of the activity of Jesus and then by a sec- 


tion on the disciples. 
The first subdivision ends with Chapter

Josiah was proud to be a follower of 
Jesus. He was a little disappointed that 
Jesus did not choose him as one of his 
special friends among the Twelve. But 
Josiah was happy to be one of Jesus’ disci- 
ples. 

One day Jesus called The Twelve aside 
from the larger group of disciples. Josiah 
was curious. He wondered why Jesus was 
calling them apart. Sitting down by a tree,

~ hear what Jesus had to say to them: 


“I AM SENDING you in my name to 
the nearby towns and villages,” Jesus told 


- the Twelve. ‘‘You are to go out two by 
two. I give you authority over the-unclean 


spirits.” fe 
Josiah felt envious. The Twelve were 


_ being sent to do Jesus’ work of teaching 
‘and healing. ‘‘I wish I were one of them,” 


Josiah thought. Then he listened again. 

“You are to take nothing with you on 
the journey but’a walking stick,” Jesus 
instructed the Twelve. ‘‘Take no food, no 
traveling bag and no money. You are, 
however, to wear sandals. But do not take 
a second tunic.” 


JOSIAH WAS a little surprised. He 
wondered why Jesus didn’t want the 
apostles to take away any of the ordinary 
things needed for a journey. 

‘Jesus must want them to trust com- 
pletely in God for their needs,” Josiah 
thought to himself. ‘“‘Maybe he wants 
people to notice that his followers are to- 


3, verse 6, where officials have refused to 
recognize and accept Jesus. In fact, they 
have violently rejected him. So Jesus 
withdraws from them, and not just in a 
geographic sense. He turns away sadly 
and sets about forming a new community. 

Mark makes it clear, however, that the 
crowds hailed Jesus enthusiastically. They 
came to Jesus in droves. 


HOWEVER, the regions from which 
‘they came — Judea, Transjordan, Tyre, 
Sidon, etc. — are not to be taken literally. 
Mark often presses geography into the 
service of his theology. He wants to stress 
the universality of Jesus’ appeal. 

In any event, the multitudes are not 
disappointed. Jesus reaches out to cure all 
the afflicted, who rather insensitively 

‘crush him in their eagerness to get near 
him. 

Mark brings this tableau to an ironic 
climax by having even demons fling 
themselves at Jesus’ feet and screech in 
terror: “‘You are the’Son of God!”’ | 


THE IRONY lies in the. fact that 
enlightened religious leaders, who might 
have been expected to welcome Jesus, 
are blind to his true identity; on the other 
hand, unclean spirits proclaim his iden- 
tity. 

According to Mark’s careful writing 
pattern, a section cn the disciples follows. 
It is an important section, and Mark sig- 
nals its importance by setting the scene on 
“the mountain,” the conventional desig- 
nation for the place of divine action. © 

Just as God formed Israel from Mount 
Sinai, so now Jesus is about to form the 
new Israel on ‘“‘the mountain’? — another 
instance of geography serving theological 
purposes. 

Just as the choice of Israel was a free act 
on God’s part, so now Jesus chooses the 
men “he himself had decided on.” From 
among the disciples who ‘‘came and 
joined him” he named 12 — the number 
of the tribes that made up the people of 
Israel. These 12 were to be with Jesus in 
an intimate way. 


Jesus sends the twelve 


tally concerned with preaching God's 
kingdom. They cannot worry about things 
like money and provisions.” 

As Josiah thought about it more, he 
realized thai Jesus was like that. He didn’t 
even have a place to call his home. He 
seemed preoccupied with helping people 
discover God’s kingdom. Sometimes he 
didn’t even stop to eat. 


“WHATEVER house you find your- 
self in,’’ Jesus continued, ‘‘stay there 
until you leave the locality. If any place 
will not receive you or hear you, shake its 
dust from your feet as you leave.” 

Josiah was puzzled again by Jesus’ 
words. ‘‘Why should they do that?” he 
wondered. But then he thought, “‘If peo- 
ple will not accept the friends of Jesus or 
listen to their words, they are closing their 
hearts to Jesus and to God’s kingdom. 

“Shaking the dust off their-feet is just a 
way of saying how completely the Twelve 
are to leave those who reject God’s word. 
Unbelievers are to b& left to God’s judg- 
ment.” 


BY NOW Jesus had stopped talking. 
Then, two by two, the Twelve went out 
on their mission. Josiah watched them go, 
and during. the next few days he grew 
more envious of them as he heard reports 
that the Twelve were doing wonderful 
things like Jesus did. 

People said Jesus’ missionaries drove 
out demons. They anointed sick people 
with oil and worked many cures. 

“I wish I were one of the Twelve,” 


' Josiah thought. ‘“‘Maybe some day Jesus 


will send me out in his name too.”

Franciscan brother is guilty” 
of D.C. ‘arms bazaar’ protest

WASHINGTON (NC) — Seven 
people, including Franciscan Brother 
Anthony Struzynski of Philadelphia, 
were found guilty Jan. 11 for their 

_protest of a nuclear weapons ‘‘arms 
' bazaar’’ in Washington. 


District of Columbia Superior 
Court Judge Paul Webber handed 
down a sentence of 25 hours of 
community service and 30 days in jail 
but suspended the jail sentence. 


THE SEVEN were among 51 
arrested for -blocking the driveway 
Sept. 16 at the Sheraton Washington 
Hotel where the weapons display had 
been set up by the Air Force 
Association,. a group of weapons 
manufacturers and former Air Force 
personnel. 


Guilty pleas were entered by 41 of 
the 51 arrested. Ten people entered 
not guilty pleas. Of these, seven were 
found guilty and sentenced Jan. ‘11, 
?one woman separated herself from the 
group due to illness, another pleaded 
no contest. Community For Creative 
Non-Violence member John Shiel, 
jalready jailed for. another 
“demonstration, was scheduled to be 
sentenced later. 


Robert Alpern, director of the 
Unitarian Universalist Association in 
Washington and one of the protesters 
found guilty, said the demonstration 

“was intended to disrupt the weapons 
display banquet, ‘‘to cause business 
as usual not to proceed.”’ 

“WE WANTED to show that 

‘while they were having their big meal 


celebrating the weapons system there 
were people who did not even have 
food to survive.”’ 


Alpern said the theme of the protest 
was ‘‘Bread, not Bombs,’’ and that 
people carried loaves of homemade 


bread and signs protesting the cuts in 


social welfare programs. 


“‘T felt a personal, internal pressure 
to be a Christian,’’ Brother 
Struzynski said Jan. 12 of his decision 
to protest the arms bazaar. 

“<I HAD TO say ‘No.’ If you don’t 
say ‘No’ you say ‘Yes’ to something 
immoral. It’s a question of facing this 
ugly monster of nuclear weapons,’’ he 
said. 

‘It’s a different era now. We have 
to go against something as evil as this 
or it will destroy us.’’ 

Brother Struzynski, who works at 
St. Francis Inn in Philadelphia, said 


he has been brought to an increased 


awareness of the dangers of cutting 


social welfare programs while 
increasing funds for weapons. 
AT. ST. FRANCIS Inn, “‘It’s 


getting tough,’’ he said, adding that 
the staff had to resort to giving out 
tomatoes and loaves of bread. to 
hungry families who could not afford 
food because of their high fuel bills. 


Military groups have been holding 
conventions at the Washington hotel 
since 1963 and peace grnups began 
protesting in 1979. 

At the 1981 protest a peace fair, 
ecumenical worship service and 
candlelight vigil was held. The

_ Graymoor: where it all started 


By Jo-ann Price. 
GRAYMOOR, N.Y. (NC) — As millions of 


Catholics participate in the 75th annual observance 
of the Week of Prayer for Christian Unity, Jan.18 to 
25, only a relatively few appear to be familiar with 
how it began in 1908 and with the work of the 
Franciscan Friars of the Atonement who promote it. 


Graymoor is synonymous with the Society of the 
Atonement, begun by Episcopal Father Paul James 
Francis Wattson. In 1898, he teamed up with 
Lurana White, a novice of the Episcopal Sisters of 
the Holy Child Jesus, to found a ‘religious 
community of friars and sisters dedicated to reunion 


with Rome and, eventually, union of the shattered . 


Christian world. 


THE MOVE WAS unpopular among 
Episcopalians, who suspected any kind of religious 
order as Romish and peculiar. But the Wattson 
group persisted. Their headquarters were a 
‘*howling wilderness’’. on a mountaintop at 
Garrison, near Peekskill, N.Y., almost 300 acres of 
granite-lined woods purchased from a farmer for 
$300. The early friars there could match the 
hardships of the American pioneers point for point 
on some elementary living problems, such as 
obtaining water, heat, money and _thickwalled 
buildings. 

For a year, Father Wattson lived in a paint shed 
he called his ‘‘palace of Lady Poverty.’’ It still 
stands at the base of the mountain and is as bitterly 
cold in the winter now as it was then. 


The first suggestion of a special prayer for 
Christian unity came in a letter in the fall of 1907 
from an Anglican rector, Father Spencer Jones, a 
member of the Society of St. Thomas of Canterbury. 
Applauding the idea, Father Wattson replied, 
“‘Let’s put it in motion at-once’’ and inaugurated 
the first church unity week. It was called the Chair of 


‘Unity Octave, beginning with the feast of St.Peter’s 


Chair in Rome, Jan. 18, and ending with the feast of 
St.Paul, Jan. 25. 

A YEAR LATER, Father Wattson and his

Graymoor is a popular shrine complete with picnic 
tables and a gift shop and the friars give overnight 
hospitality to thousands of backpackers on the 
Appalachian’ Trail, which runs -through the 
property. The Graymoor Ecumenical Institute also 
runs numerous conferences on church unity. 

ECUMENISM REMAINS the principal work 
and church unity the principal goal, prayed for at 


- every Mass and ceremony. The friars speak 


realistically about it. 
‘‘Let’s face it,’? said Father Charles V.

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LaFontaine, co-director of the Graymoor 
Ecumenical Institute and editor of Ecumenical Trends, 
a monthly publication. ‘‘We’re on a plateau in 
church unity talks. We’re consolidating our gains. 


‘The message of Vatican II is seeping into parishes, 


and-people are realizing it’s not just a hobby. We 
have a whole new generation of pastors and bishops 
who have known nothing except the Vatican 
Council in their outlook.”’

Catholics are interested in: But an inspection of 
official mainline Protestant statements, he added, 
would show that no large Protestant church views 
abortion favorably. ‘‘They see it as always a 
tragedy, sometimes necessary, but something to be 
repented,’’ he said. 


Father LaFontaine said he believes it is 
“‘unrealistic’? to expect the churches to come 
together in a giant universal council by the year 
2000. But such a meeting is possible between the 
great Eastern Orthodox communions and the 
Roman Catholic Church; he said, and their union 
could divide them from other Christians on issues 
such as women’s ordination and papal primacy. 


Great Britain, Holy See restore full diplomatic ties 


VATICAN CITY — Great Britain and the Holy 

See have completed normalization of diplomatic 
relations after a nearly 450-year break prompted by 
King Henry. VIII’s desire to divorce Catherine of 
Aragon. 
- Great Britain has not had full diplomatic relations 
with the Vatican since 1532, when King Henry 
broke ties with the Holy See because of the Church’s 
refusal to grant him a divorce. The king, who 
eventually married five more times, established 
himself as the head of the (Anglican) Church of 
England and received his divorce from _ the 
archbishop of Canterbury. 


ONE DAY AFTER announcing diplomatic 
relations Jan. 17, Pope John Paul gave the first 
official Vatican confirmation of his scheduled visit to 
Great Britain this spring.

PANAMA CITY, Panama (NC) 
— Archbishop Marcos G. McGrath 
of Panama City said newly installed 
Archbishop Jaime Ortega Alamino of 
Havana, Cuba, faces a difficult job as 
Catholic leader in a Communist-ruled 
country ‘‘where religion is discarded 
by the prevailing ideology.”’ 

‘We know how Pope John Paul II, 
who so many times spoke of this 
relation between Communist 
governments and religion in which 
the exercise of religious freedom is 
curtailed, has vigorously stated that 
religious freedom is central to all other 
human rights as their true source,’ 
said the Panamanian archbishop, who 
attended Archbishop Ortega’s 
installation ceremony. 


ARCHBISHOP McGrath | said 


that the Polish-born pope showed 
“special affection for Catholics in 
Cuba’’ by sending an envoy to the 
installation, Archbishop Lucas 
Moreira, secretary of the Vatican 


Congregation of the Bishops. 


About 5,000 people attended the 
ceremony, said Archbishop McGrath. 
‘‘People there (Havana) said it was 
the best religious demonstration since 
1964." 


‘‘Archbishop Ortega spoke in terms 
of the Second Vatican Council, 
stressing evangelization and_ the 
mission of the lay people. He asked 
for help and for unity, particularly 
among priests, Religious and 
committed lay leaders,’’ added 
Archbishop McGrath. 


IN SPITE OF the large crowd, 


‘to my knowledge the ceremony — 


received no mention in the Cuban 
media. The newspapers I saw and the 
electronic media seemed to be silent,”’ 
he said. 
Regarding life in Cuba, 
Archbishop McGrath said: ‘“There 
are very important benefits to the 
people, like the socialization of 
welfare and other services. But it is 
regrettable that on fundamental 


matters, such as religious rights, there 


ig no greater understanding.”’
